BAILOR ON THK BENMNCTUN DIES. 


Katlve Woman 
I>les at Cholera Hos- 


pital—Board of Health Holds Two 
Meetings to JMocuss the Situation, 
Busk Wants to be a Health Officer. 


(Krom Saturday's Dailv,1) 


A special meeting of the Board of 


Health waa held yesterday morning 
to discuss the situation and to take 
further precautionary measures. As 
several cases were found in houses 
near the banks of the Nuuanu stream, 
the purity of the water was questioned. 
Andrew Brown, superintendent of the 
waterworks, said that water from the 
stream flowed into mains at School 
street. 


Dr. Hlbbets of the Bennington re- 


ported the case of the bluejacket who 
died aboard the vessel. He waa taken 
sick at 9 o'clock on the previous even- 
ing and died at 7:55 in the morning. 
Stated that the men were allowed to 
bathe from the side of the ship every 
afternoon. 
Thought that the man 


might have contracted cholera from 
contaminated water. 


Dr. Smith said that care should be 


taken with respect to surface water. 


Dr. Wood thought it necessary that 


obtaining water from Nuuanu stream 
be stopped and that patrols be sta- 
tioned along the banks for that pur- 
pose. He also thought all available 
physicians and nurses should be em- 
ployed. 
Dr. Murray placed his services at 


the disposal of the Board of Health. 


After a suggestion 
by President 


Smith that the Kaala be allowed to 
leave port with coal, T. F. Lansing 
made a motion that no freight be al- 
lowed. Carried unanimously. 


Dr. Myers was in favor of closing up 


wash and poi shops along Nuuanu 
stream c, 
W. E. Rowell was instructed to in- 


spect Nunanu stream as far as School 
street and report.

Dr. Herbert thought that pools and 


banks along the stream should be dis- 
infected previous to the flushing pro- 
cess.

ject to tbe orders of the Board of 
Health. 
Carried unanimously.

Car 
ried unanimously. 


Minister Hatch was in favor1 of 


tearing down the old fishmarket. 


Drs. Rodgers and Smith together 


with Sir Robert Herron volunteered 
their services.

harbor, or from throwing anything, 
liquid or solid, into said stream or 
harbor; or permitting any liquid or 
drainage flowing into said stream or 
harbor. . 
The sale, in the District of Honolulu, 


of fish, shell-rHh or any product of 
the sea is prohibited. 


Until further orders no passengers 


or freight will he allowed lobe con- 
veyed from the Island of Oihu to any 
other island of tbe group 
No letters or mail matter shall be 


taken from the island of Oahu to any 
other island of the group, ( teeptlng 
from the general post office in mail 
hags, no mail matter'•hall be allowed 
to leave the post office u n t i l thor- 
ouEhly fumigated.

BOARD OF HEALTH MEETING. 


The Board of Health held a meeting 


yesterday afternoon to discuss various 
matters in connection with the pres- 
ent sanitary condition of the city. 
' President Smith stated be was in- 
formed that a local Hawaiian publi 
Cation called "Aloha Aina," had ad 
vised its readers not to report any 
chplera cases. A file of the paper was 
sent for, but nothing of the nature 
complained of, could be found and the 
matter was deferred for the present. 


Mr. Smith also stated that the 


houses on Queen street that had been 
under quarantine 
for over a week 


bad been thoroughly disinfected and 
as no disease had broken out in that 
neighborhood for the time mentioned, 
he thought the quarantine should be 
raised if tbe doctors of the Board ap- 
proved. Doctors Howard and Wood 
said it was eafe, so the quarantine was 
lilted. 
The same action was taken in re- 


gard to tbe premises near St. Louis 
College, another house in which a 
case was found. The place had been 
thoroughly fumigated and the mat- 
ting taken up and burned. 


Dr. Myers reported that the patient 


at Iwilei had entirely recovered and 
that the district was in a good sani- 
tary condition. It was decided to 
raise the quarantine tomorrow. 


President Smith spoke of tbe district 


of Kapookola; the families living in 
the two quarantined houses had been 
sent to the station; the residents In 
other houses were ordered to vacate. 
He stated that the Executive Council 
held a meeting and decided to open a 
street from Queen street to King street 
bridge; to Smith's bridge, and pos- 
bibly as far as Vineyard street; tbe 
street to be 50 or 60 feet wide. This 
would do away with the shanties that 
border on the east side of the Nuuanu 
stream 


Dr. Wood said that the stream 


should te walled, and the land on the 
Ewa side ought to be filled in and 
used 
for 
business purposes. 
The 


country in that vicinity was a dan- 
gerous spot from a sanitary point of 
view, and something must be done to 
place it in better condition. 


Dr. Emerson and T. F. Lansing, a 


committee, reported on the condition 
of the buildings that border on the 
stream. They found them m bad con- 
dition ; many were built over the 
banks and all drainage emptied into 
the stream. They recommended that 
the buildings be removed at once. 


President Smith spoke of the bad 


condition of the harbor, saying that 
in some places there were banks of 
ooze and filth furnishing a fertile bed 
for germs. 
They had stopped the 


dredger in order to prevent natives 
picking among the refuse that was 
thrown up. 


Dr. Howard spoke of the necessity 


of having the Nuuanu wtream thor 
oughly disinfected. 
It was done in 


Kngland and other European coun- 
tries under the same conditions. The 
Board thought it a good suggestion 
and Or*. Day and Howard were ap 
pointed a committee to look after the 
matter. The stream will be disin- 
fec ted from richool street down to the 
harbor. 


Vfter much discussion the following 


resolution was adopted 
"Whereas —In the opinion of tne 


Board of Health, all the bm'dini;H or 


structures abutting on or draining in 
the Nuuanu stream or haibor, from 
Hmlth's bridge to the old flshmarke.1, 
are a source <>f filth, cause of sickness 
and are a constant menace to the 
public health, and it is ordered that 
all such structures and buildings be 
removed forthwith." 


1'ne resolution waa carried without 


a dH-eiiung voice. 
it \\ns decided to quarantine the 


steamers Hawaii aud Kilauea Hou 
on their arrival. They will be kept 
outcido in readiness to carry provis- 
ions t<> tbe

C HOLEKINE ON UhNMNOTON. 


Dr. Howard stated Kuuday that the 


surgeon on the Bennmgton had re- 
ported several cases of cholerine on the 
gunboat Beumugton 
Tha men were 


not very ill and there did not appear 


to be any danger. The vessel is now 
anchored in the roadstead. She will 
receive daily supplies from shore.

DISEASE-BREEDING DISTRICT. 


Seven shanties at Kapookola, King 


street, were ordered vacated yesterday 
morning by the Board of Health. The 
families that lived in tbe two houses 
in which cholera broke out were 
moved to tbe quarantine station with 
their effects. 
Five other families 


were offered shelter at the same place 
but they declined and had their furni- 
ture moved to different portions of the 
city. 
Kapookola 
is a disease-breeding 


hole and all the shanties in the vicin- 
ity will be torn down and the lumber 
burned. The district is now guarded 
by squads of "regulars," acting under 
orders from the Board of Health. Tbe 
services of the Government's forces 
were offered yesterday by President 
Dole. 


CHURCHES CLOSED YESTERDAY. 
At a meeting of the Board of Health 


held on Saturday, it was decided to 
close all places of worship for the 
present, so no services were held in 
the various churches yesterday. 
It 


was also decided to postpone the open- 
ing; of the school term. 


No one will be allowed to go from 


Honolulu to any outside district on 
Oahu without having a permit from 
the Board of Health. 


Brigadier and Mrs. Keppel and 


other members of the Salvation Army 
are expected to arrive by the Aus- 
tralia. They are advertised to hold a 
grand welcome meeting tomorrow 
night in Central Union Church. In 
all probability, the meeting will have 
to be postponed. 


Acting Bandmaster Heitmann in- 


tends to give a concert tbis evening at 
Emma Square—the first one for a 
month on account of the band taking 
a vacatiou. It may not take place, as 
the Board of Health does not want a 
crowd to congregate. 


(From Tuesday's Daily.) 


Up to midnight, but one case of chol- 


era was reported yesterday. The pa- 
tient had been dead two hours before 
word was sent to the office of Board 
of Health. 


The situation up to sundown yester- 


day was rather encouraging although 
the doctors expected to see more cases 
before the expiration of forty-eight 
hours.

In foreign countries from fifty to sixty 
per cent of cholera puiients succumb- 
ed under the very bei-t of care. 
In 


Honolulu twenty one I.ml diet! out of 
twenty-four cases. Mr Smith then 
cited the cases of natives who had 
been suffering at home for smne time 
before being reported to the Hoard of 
Health. He spoke al.-o of the rush and 
other articles of food from the harbor, 
eaten raw by the natives 
There was 


absolutely no danger if they would 
only cook their food and boil their 
water. 
Bo much regarding 
these 


points had been published in the news- 
papers aud yet the natives did not 
seem to appreciate their importance. 


Dr. Herbert wanted to emphasize 


the points made by President Smith. 
He then gave the symptona of cholera 
in order that there might be no mis- 
take on the part of those present as to 
recognition of the first signs of the 
disease. To demonstrate the careless- 
ness of natives the sad case of Pilipo 
was cited. Before his arrival at the 
house, Pilipo's vomit had been thrown 
all over the bath-room by some mem- 
ber of the household. This was allow- 
ed to flow through to stagnant water 
directly beneath the house where 
small mullet and crabs were swim- 
ming and crawling about. What was 
the reason for the non-appearance of 
cholera among the white population? 
Nothing but the care taken with re- 
spect to.cleaniiness of both person and 
food. 


W. C. Achi asked if any danger of 


contracting cholera could came from 
inhaling air in the same room with a 
patient suffering from the disease. 


Dr. Wood said that there was a pos- 


sibility but it was so slight that it 
could be almost ignored. 


J. F. Colburn brought up the ques- 


tion of preventives which led to the 
expression of many views by Hawai- 
iatis present. 
Dr. Herbert thought preventives 


were good things to have in the bouse. 
He recommended smoking as a most 
excellent acquirement in time of chol- 
era.J. L. Kaulukou produced a copy of 
tbe New York Sun cholera mixture, 
and said he thought the poor people 
should be furnished with some pre- 
ventive, free of charge, by the Board 
of Health. 


Dr. Rodgers was of the opinion that 


it would be a dangerous proceeding to 
distribute preventives indiscrimin- 
ately among the people. They would 
be led to place too much confidence in 
them and, Ineftfi iot reporting imme- 
diately, delfcy ' rvatch tbe effects of 
the prevent!^ « i They should send 
for a doctor inr aediately. Different 
persons had to b>> treated differently. 
It would be hard to find a preventive 
which would be beneficial iu every 
case. Preventives, he thought, sim- 
ply made more work for the doctors. 


President Smith stated that the 


matter of supplying medicine had 
been before the Board of Health sev- 
eral times, but no action had been 
taken regarding it. 
His own opinion 


was that sucti action would not be 
beneficial. Out in country districts 
preventives would certainly be neces- 
sary. In tbe city it was a matter of 
very little trouble to get hold of a 
doctor, especially at such a time as 
tbis, when all members of the medi- 
cal fraternity were on tbe alert for the 
appearance of cases. People should 
be rrade to understand that if they 
prefer a Chinese or Japanese doctor to 
white doctors, such choice remains 
with themselves 
One thing, how- 


ever, should be made clear. Every 
case of cholera or suspicious symp- 
toms, must be reported to the Board 
of Health. 


J. F. Colburn brought up the ques- 


tion of preventive, because an author- 
ity in GermsE i had rtcommended 
placing sulphur ' etween tbe soles of 
the feet and Ul e ockings. 


Dr. Kusse Jrr Jed by saying that 


there were two i ids of doctors—real 
and imaginary, or quacks. Tbe latter 
were in the habit of using every op- 
portunity to line their pockets with 
money. 
During cholera epidemics 


thousands of preventives were sug- 
gested. Foolishness to accept any of 
them. 


President Smith said a wrong im- 


pression had gained credence in cer- 
tain localities, that the sale of poi in 
the city of Honolulu had been prohib- 
ited. Altbougb such action mlgbt be 
necessary in tbe future,it had not been 
instituted yet. 
Only one district had 


been tabooed from making poi and 
that iu the midst of a filthy locality, 
where cholera had 
been developed. 


He wanted to know from the Hawai- 
ians present if there was any way of 
making more forcible the neces-ity of 
cooking all food and boiling all water, 
keeping clean and reportiu-r all sus- 
picious cases as soon as possible. 


Dr. Wood—"If not a drop of water 


that has not been boiled and not a 
particle of foot 
that- has uot been 


cooked, is used, there will be no more 
cholera." 
J. E Bu-h Dished to bo ni'ide an 


agent of the Board of Health In order 
that he might be able to RO to natives 
and tell them what to do by authority 
of that body.

the Belgic, calls for a reply. 


His statement is substantially 


that three steerage passengers on 
the Belgic died of Cholera after 
leaving Yokohama. 


I was a passenger ou the same 


vessel and was iu Yokohama for a 
week previous to her departure. 
Before ehe arrived from Hongkong 
I was present at an interview be- 
tween Mr. Howard, the agent of 
the steamship company and Con- 
sul General Mclver of the United 
States, and heard the discussion 
between them regarding the dis- 
position of vessels leaving for the 
United States during the cholera 
epidemic. On the arrival of the 
Belgic at Kobe with some five 
hundred Chinese on board from 
Hongkong no communication was 
allowed with the shore b'-youd that 
of receiving some Japanete freight 
in eampatiS or freight boats. 
At 


that time there were deaths from 
cholera 
every day, principally 


among the returning troops from 
Corea 
American, English, Ger- 


man 
and 
French vessels were 


treated alike by the Japanese 
authorities. On the arrival of the 
Belgic in Yokohama, July 30th, 
no Japanese passengers were al- 
lowed to take passage until the 
Chinese in the steerage had been 
examined. On the day of sailing, 
both Minister Irwin and Consul 
General Mclver caused every pas- 
senger in saloon and steerage to be 
examined. 


Mr. Howard, the agent of the 


line, requested the physician on 
board to inform me from time to 
time as to the health of the steer- 
age passengers, so that in case of 
trouble I might be able to give ad- 
ditional information to the health 
officer in Honolulu. As the deaths 
occurred, the physician did inform 
me of the details of the diseases, 
which 
caused the deaths. 
No 


statement was made to me like the 
one made by Awana, and the phy- 
sician stated that there was no 
cholera cases on board. The Chi- 
nese passengers did not come from 
an infected port. Tbe Japanese, 
who did came from a 
country 


where 
cholera 
prevailed, 
were 


watched with great care. It was 
believed by both the physician and 
the captain that if cholera ap- 
peared, it would naturally appear 
among the Japanese. The Chinese 
passengers were not in contact at 
any time with the freight on board 
of the vessel. The captain took 
the ground that if the disease ap- 
peared on board, he would not stop 
at Honolulu, but continue hie voy- 
age to the Coast. Before the story 
of Awana is accepted as true, an 
opportunity should t>6 given to the 
physician of the Belgic to hear and 
reply to it.

ABODT FISH AND POL 


Mr Colburn Believes It a Mistake 


to Tabu Them. 


MK. EDITOR :—Upon passing the 


fish market this afternoon I was 
surprised to find that orders had 
been issued to one and all at the 
fish market to close their stalls, 
throw away their meat and fish 
and go home and the officers of the 
law in full possession. 


Hundreds of laborers and me- 


chanics on their way home were 
unable to get their daily rations, 
of either meat or fish and no one to 
explain to them, other than those 
who are undoubtedly angry with 
the Government and were there, to 
say that the Government was bad. 
I came home and upon reading the 
Star I find that the Board of 
Health had a meeting today and 
adopted regulations that poi and 
fish are hereafter for an indefinite 
period tabued, and I wonder what 
the Hawaiian people are going to 
do. Is the Government in earnest 
in placing such a regulation ? If 
so, what does it mean, do they pro- 
pose to starve the Hawaiian race 
after allowing this dreaded dis- 
ease to enter our shores ? Why 
tabu poi and fish and more than 
that beef ?

I 
don't know, and I ask the Govern- 
ment, through your columns, be- 
cause I am interested in the matter.

proposed not only to kill them off 
by cholera, but also by starvation. 


It is>rue I have been an opposer 


of this Government since the over- 
throw of the queen's government on 
January 17, 1893, in an honest, 
straightforward way; but, never- 
theless, it cuts no figure with the 
question at issue. 
Myself and 


others who have stood out against 
this Government are only too wil- 
ling today or tomorrow, or any 
other day, to assist and co-operate 
with the Government of today to 
the extent of our ability to stamp 
out this dread disease, and our ser- 
vices we will render free. Upon 
conversation with Dr. J. Brodie this 
afternoon, he informed me that 
shutting off of the articles named 
above is preposterous. He contends 
everyone should continue on in their 
usual diet, watch events carefully, 
and all will be well. Poi is the main- 
stay of Hawaiians and to shut them 
off without explanation or without 
giving them an opportunity to lay 
in a store of something else almost 
as palatable, is unfair, especially 
when the Government have had 
the opportunity of doing so, 


Politics cut no figure in what 


is before us today. We should 
one and all strive to put an end to 
the sure death that is knocking at 
our door. The Government, on the 
other hand, should deal with the 
Hawaiian people in a kindly way, 
as the history of this country has 
taught us that no others but them 
succumb to plagues of this kind.

Sho Wants the Insurance. 


Mrs. Alphonsine McGrew, the 


alleged widow of the late Dr. Heuri 
McGrew of this city, is an inmate 
of a hospital in San^Francisco and 
is said to be very ill. Through 
her attorney, Horace G. Platt, she 
has commenced an'action in San 
Francisco to recover ,$5000, being 
the amount of an insurance policy 
carried by the late doctor. It is 
understood that her attorney will 
come to this city and will carry on 
a contest for the entire estate. 


The McGrew CAS>°^jbs been be- 


fore the courts in this country for 
some time and is still pending. 
The Supreme Court recently hand- 
ed down a decision wtuch virtually 
gives the insurance money to J. 0. 
Carter, the administrator of the 
estate. The Court eay in part: 


"This is an action on a policy of in- 


surance issued by the defendant com- 
pany upon the life of Henri G. Mc- 
Grew for $5000 payable upon bis 
death to "Alpbonslne MoGrew, wife 
of Henri G. McGrew • * if living, 
if not living to his executors, admin- 
istrators or assigns." Tbe company 
stands ready to pay the money but 
desires that it be first judicially deter- 
mined who is entitled to it—whether 
Alphonsine McGrew or -the adminis 
trator of the insured. The doubt up- 
on this point is occasioned by the fact, 
that the insured prior to bfa decease 
obtained a decree of divorce from bis 
wife on the ground ot adultery, the 
validity and effect of which decree are 
questioned. 
"Tbe contract of insurance was en- 


tered into in the Hawaiian Islands; 
the policy is dated September 14,1892; 
it was issued to Henri G. McGrew 
upon his application; be retained pos- 
session of it nod paid all premiums 
upon-It; be died October 22, 1894; at 
the time of entering into the contract 
and until his death he was a subject 
and resident of and domiciled in 
these islands; J. O Carter is the duly 
appointed administrator of his estate; 
all conditions and requirements neces- 
s*ry to be performdd or com piled with 
by the decedent or plaintiff have been 
performed and complied with. 
11 The case was tried in the Circuit 


Court, First Circuit, jury waived upon 
agreed facts, and comes here upon tbe 
following questions reserved by tbe 
Circuit Court on motion of both par- 
ties: 
1. Is Alphonsine McGrew a neces- 


sary party to this ca«e ? 


2. Were H. G. McGrew and Alphon- 


sine McGrew divorced, and if so, is 
the decree still in effect ? 


8 Is the amount due on Henri G. 


MoGrew's insurance payable to J. O. 
Carter, administrator of the estate of 
H. G. McGrew ?

years of age. During the month of 
January he was appointed a watch- 
man in one of the local saloons 
and after he worked several days 
he was placed under arrest on a 
serious charge. 
It was claimed 


that he had had improper relations 
with his daughter and enough evi- 
dence was on hand to convict the 
brate. 


Finally an offer was made which 


allowed him to leave the county, 
and, on the advice of the British 
Consul here, he decided to go. His 
son and daughter were tafcen in 
hand by some ladiea in this city 
and finally sent to their mother, 
who lives in Sydney. 


Dieckmann went to San Francisco 


and immediately raised a howl; be 
said that he was arrested without 
cause, thrown into prison and kept 
there for six weeks and finally sent 
out of the country 
by forcible 


means. He also said that two at- 
torneys deserted him ana no trial 
would be given him. 
This last 


statement was as 
false as the 


other. Paul Neumann was sent for 
first and refused to defend tbe 
man when he was famished the 
particulars of the case; Attorney 
Magoon was the second attorney; 
he advised Dieckmann to leave 
town sooner than stand trial. 


Dieckmann told his troubles to 


tbe Masonic Board of Belief at

Francisco, and told such

citizens to consider what action 
should be taken to prevent the 
spread of the disease to Lahaina. 
The meeting was held on Saturday, 
August 24, at 4 p.m. in the Lahaina 
Court House. Judge D. Kahaule- 
lio was chosen president, Henry S. 
Townsend secretary, and Kia Na- 
haolelua interpreter. 


After a preliminary discussion, 


participated in by Judge Kahaule- 
lio, F. H. Hayeelden, Deputy Sher- 
iff Baldwin and others, on mo- 
tion of Mr. J. 
K. Miller it 


was voted that a committee of 
six be requested to offer their 
services to the agents of the Board 
of Health to assist in putting the 
place into sanitary condition. The 
chair appointed F. H. Hayselden, 
G. H. Dunn, Rev. W. Horsfall, Kia 
Nahaolelaa, J. K. Miller and Rev. 
A*. Pali. On motion of S. Nowlein 
it was voted that the citizens as- 
sembled pledge themselves to sup- 
port the district physician in any 
measures he may deem necessary 
to protect the public health in th 
emergency. 


F. H. Hayselden moved the fol- 


lowing resolution, which passed on 
a standing division, only one per- 
son voting in the negative : 


Resolved, That it is the sense of 


Ibis meeting that Dr. Davison acted 
in the interests of the publican 
preventing the landing of freight 
from the steamer Kaala last night.

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CHOLERA ON THE BELGIO. 


If the statements made by Awa- 


ua, a Chinese passenger on the Kel- 


gic, are true, both Captain Walker 
and Dr. Bo^ie of that vensel are 
guilty of fraud and crime ami may 
be prosecuted, under the laws of 
the United States. 
The charge 


that the three deaths of Chinamen 
occurred from cholera, but that the 
truth was suppressed in the medi- 
cal report, is a very serious one. It 
touches the honesty and good faith 
of the merchant marine service, 
and, if true, leaves us no alterna- 
tive but to close our port to vessels 
from the Asiatic countries. 


We must refuse to accept this 


statement until the officers of the 
Belgic can be heard from. 
In the 


meantime it is a fair presumption 
that officers of known good charac- 
ter have told the truth. 


The fact that no Japanese immi- 


grants, during the voyage or since 
the arrival of the vessel, have taken 
the disease, makes the case a re 
markable one, and in due time it 
will be an interesting study for our 
medical brethren. 


There is some good reason for 


believing that, in spite of all pre- 
cautions, the goods taken by the 
Belgic at Kobe contained cholera 
germs, for which the ship's doctor 
is in no way responsible. 
The 


charge that the Chinese passengers 
had the disease reflects strictly on 
the officers of the vessels, and is 
most serious. 


SOME of the complex phases of 


the Sunday observance 
question 


were brought out at the recent 
Christian 
Endeavor 
gatherings, 


when a delegate from the West, 
where Sunday is a holiday, longed 
for such a Sabbath as New England 
enjoys. 
A Montreal delegate, how-

The standard of right and wrong 
does not change, however, and if 
high personal standards are fol-

Sunday laws will shape 


themselves accordingly. 


THOUGH some of the views ex- 


pressed by Mr. Colburn concerning 
the responsibility of the officials 
show a misapprehension of facts, 
be undoubtedly expresses the senti- 
ments held by quite a number of 
Hawaiians and it is quite proper 
that the comrr.unity should know 
how these people feel.

A GOOD BOARD OF HEALTH. 


The measures take.ii by tho Hoard 


of Health assure, us that the cholera 
will not spread, unless the condi- 
tions here are d i f f e r e n t from thooe 
existing in other countries. 
Its 


action uieans the quick and effec- 
tual stamping out of the disease. 
During the last thirty years much 
has been learned about the treat- 
ment of it. 
It is no longer a mys- 


terious disease, but one which exists 
under conditions which can be con- 
trolled. 
A hundred years ago it 


would have been regarded by theo- 
logians as a visitation of Provi- 
dence , now, it is known to be the 
direct product of filth and impure 
water. 


In India, the home of the cholera, 


the average mortality in the cities 
is 3.32, and in the country 1 52 per 
1000 persons. There, sanitary regu- 
lations have not been enforced. 
In China, and in the Malay States, 
the disease is never stamped out. 
In Japan, during late years, the 
authorities, with their progressive 
methods, have kept it in control. 


So simple are the methods of 


keeping 
off the 
disease in the 


Oriental countries, the foreigners 
residing in them do not fear it. 
They keep 
their 
own premises 


clean and drink good water, and 
are quite indifferent to the deaths 
from the disease in the neighbor- 
hood. 


In Japan, on the 1st of August, 


the deaths from the disease during 
the year reached 5300, while there 
were 9000 cases of sickness. At the 
same time travel is unobstructed. 
Foreign tourists fill the hotels and 
scatter over the country. The rail- 
way trains are filled with the com- 
mon people, and no restriction is 
put on them. But the police and 
the "health authorities are vigillant, 
and every train is closely watched. 
The instant the disease appears, it 
is stamped out. Experience has 
taught the officials how to do it. 
The foreign residents of Yokohama, 
for many years, felt insecure from 
the attack of the disease owing to 
the lack of good drinking water. 
Now the purest water is brought 
from a long distance, and the com- 
munity feels that it is beyond the 
reach of the disease, although 200,- 
000 Japanese live in the immediate 
vicinity.

A few thoughtful peo- 
ple were alive to the necessity of 
| sanitary reform. But the majority 


j of the people, rich and poor alike, 


j could look on the disgraceful con- 


! dition of Nuuanu stream with in- 
| difference. The moment pestilence 


I comes these people are bellowing 
around town and drivelling over 
the calamity. 


Whether the cholera came in 


the Belgic, or in the mails, or was 
brought by a school of tourist 
porpoises, is of little 
moment. 


There are walls which the bacilli 
cannot climb, and these ,are built 
of cleanliness. Every man io the 
community had the power to put a 
brick in this wall. But it was not 
built, and thus unchecked bacilli 
like the Phillistines swarmed in. 


It is not the fault of the Govern- 


ment, or of the Board of Health, 
that the town was not cleaned up. 
The Executive, the Governments 
only the expression of the peonies 
will. It reflects public opinion. If 
it had proposed six months ago to 
do what it is now doing, and what it 
will do in the near future, the 
public would have called a halt. 


Nor, 
would the Legislature have 


voted the necessary means; an ob- 
ject lesson was needed, and we 
have got it. 
Every person who 


dies with the cholera is a human 
sacrifice offered up by tha com- 
munity on the altar of Negligence. 
The best service the pastors of our 
churches can render is to lead 
their flocks around these breeding 
stations for bacilli, and set them 
to reflecting. This is better than 
to ask God to bless and save a 
dirty town. The Pope, at the Ecu-

fected and are quite indifferent to 
the success of General Campos and 
practically refuse assistance. 
Even 


in Spain itself there is very little 
popular interest in whether Cuba is 
held under royal subjection or not. 
New troops are not anxious to face 
yellow fever and in some instances 
have been driven on board the 


bayonet and in one case were fired 
upon. In fact there is practically 
nothing reassuring in the outlook 
for Spain according to the conclus- 
ions drawn from 
American des- 


patches, and Cuba's prospects for 
independence are correspondingly 
bright. 


FACTS concerning public schools 


brought to light at the recent con- 
ference of Good Government Clubs 
in New York corroborate the state- 
ment often made that, considering 
the time and money expended in 
preparatory work, school teachers 
of the metropolis, at least, are 
among the poorest paid classes. It 
is stated that the average annual 
salary of teachers and supervisors 
in the public schools of New York 
is but $677, as against $762 in 
Brooklyn, $780 in Chicago, $808 in 
Cincinnati, $883 in San Francisco 
and $1000 in Boston. 
While the, 


showing made in these cities may 
suit the political bosses, it reflects 
little credit upon the educational 
boards of the respective municipal- 
ities.

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CHOLERA CAME BY BELGIO. 


Cause of the Trouble as Seen by a 


Writer. 


MB. 
EDITOK — Whatever doubts 


iiiuy have been entertained aa to the 
exinteuee of cholera 
lu Honolulu, 


there is uo room now to doubt it. 
Obolera does uot breed spontaneously, 
but is carried across tbe ocean only 
m vessels. Aud it has been imported 
bere, most likely by tbe steamship 
Belgic, which arrived ou tbe 9th In- 
stant from Japan aud China. 
The 


disease is carried on ships by persoiis 
who have been exposed to it before 
embarking, and have had tbe germs 
planted iu them, which grow and 
develope iu stated periods. Or it may 
be taken from infected clothing in use 
or cast off. If one or more of tbe 
deaths which occurred ou the Belgic 
during her passage to this port from 
Japan were from this disease, as is 
believed, and the clothing of tbe de- 
ceased was not burned *>r otherwise 
destroyed, but by any chance was dis- 
tributed among other steerage passen- 
gers, this of itself was sufficient to 
con pey the disease to the quarantine 
ground, Tbe same remark may apply 
to the clothing of those who died while 
in quarantine. If It was not destroyed 
the disease was liable to spread. 
Then as to tbe steamer's freight, 


particularly that from Kobe. Part of 
it may have been of a nature that 
would convey the disease, even though 
it were only one parcel or box of 
clothing. A recent letter from Japan, 
published in a New York paper, states 
that there had been more than Bix 
thousand deaths from cholera In and 
around Kobe during the past few 
months. If so, then a portion of the 
Belgic's cargo came from one of the 
Oriental hotbeds of the scourge, and, 
wherever taken, it was liable to com- 
municate the disease. 
The first cases which developed on 


shore must have originated in some 
way from tbe quarantine ground—jast 
how may never be known. A bit of 
clothing from one of the dead men 
may have been carelessly thrown over 
the fence and floated off on the surface 
of the water, impregnating it with 
the deadly virus, then picked up by a 
straggling fisherman to retain his 
crabs or fish, and in this or some other 
way been the means of imparting the 
disease to the.natives who partook of 
the Iwilei feast. 
When tbe cholera was brought 


over from Europe two years a,go to 
New York harbor, and confined to 
the quarantine on Fire Island by tbe 
almost despotic orders of the Boarc 
of Health, one single case developed 
in the heart of the city, and was im- 
mediately taken charge of by the 
health officers, no other case following 
it in tbe city. Where or how the 
man took tbe disease has never been 
satisfactorily accounted for, though 
many suppositions were given. 
I lived in New York city during the 


prevalence of the cholera in 1847, 
which lasted for several 
months, 


There was a close similarity in the 
symptoms of those attacked by It 
there and bere, death following in 
from six to thirty hours. In many 
cases physicians could not be founc 
to attend the sick, owing to the 
fewness of the former and the grea: 
number of the latter. At every hour 
oi tbe day and nigbt hearses or 
wagons with yellow flags might be 
seen moving, unattended by friends 
towards tbe Brooklyn ferries—the 
dead being buried mostly in a section 
Islatftf? mtfes^fetafffTromtbeTefty" 
None were buried in New York or 
Brooklyn. Such a scene as that is 
rarely witnessed more than once in a 
lifetime. 


A gentleman remarked several days 


ago—"If this be the cholera, why are 
there no more cases of it here—why 
were they not more on tbe Belgic 
and on our quarantine 'ground where 
500 persons are confined—and why has 
it not spread more rapidly on shore?" 
The Belgic was less than two weeks 
on the passage hither from Japan, 
and lost two or three lives before her 
Kobe cargo and Chinese passengers 
were put ashore bere, including tbe 
two 
or three who 
probably had 


the seeds of the disease wlren trans- 
ferred to 
tbe quarantine ground. 


The 
change 
from 
the 
heated 


hold 
of 
tbe 
vessel 
to 
the 


fresh air, water and more healthy 
diet and surroundings, no doubt ar- 
rested further development of the 
disease. It is to be hoped that those 
sent to tbe other islands may escape 
tbe contagion, but this is by no means 
certain 


Epidemics, when entering a new 


field, are sometimes slow iu finding 
their first victims, owing to the 
change of climate and in the dis 
ease Itself. Those who were in Hono 
lulu iu 1854 may recall the Panama or 
"booboo" fever brought here by pas- 
sengers of the ill-fated steamer Inde- 
pendence. 
It began its work very 


leisurely, taking several weeks to find 
its first victim, and another week or 
two for its second, after which they 
came along faster. 
The physicians 


did not mistrust an epidemic, and 
were puzzled to know what the com- 
plaint was, it differed so much from 
other fevers. But when the patients 
became more numerous, aud the phy- 
sicians tbemselves—Lathrop, Hardy, 
Judd, Hoffman and others—had to 
bow down to it, it waw found to be tbe 
Panama fever, modified by change 
of climate. Finally almost every 
person in Honolulu had to succumb 
to it, though there were no deaths 
from it. It prostrated its victims, 
generally from one to three or four 
wt-eks, but the change from the hot 
and sickly atmosphere of Panama to 
the miUl and more healthy climate of 
Honolulu, changed its character very 
much. 
Iu Panama at that 
time 


(leatbs were very frequent from this 
fever, anil the writer attended the 
burial thereof two of his fellow pas- 
sengers from New York 
It is n 


proof that au epidemic is not here he 
cause its spread is less rapid than in 
other countries. 


No physician or layman who lias 


ever passed through a rlmlcra epi- 
demic, can doubt that we .ire now 
having the Asiatic cholera, restrain- 
ed as to its virulence by the rhange of 
climate and the fresh 
trade winds 


which drive off the miasma that 
would otherwise hover over the city, 
and help to spread it. 
The prompt 


and active efforts of the Board of 
Health, aided by the physicians, have 
no doubt checked the pprea<fbf the 
cholera. 
And 
it IM to be hoped these 


efforts may result in confining It to 
this port and Island, and if persevered 
In they will completely suppress it.

to rage, were not consulted in the 
matter. 
Minister Damon said he had been 


taught a great deal about cholera by 
simply attending every meeting of 
the Board of Health. He wanted all 
present to reap the same benefit. 


Dr. Smith made the announcement 
that no cases bad been developed in 
the quarantined districts after re- 
moval of cholera patients, with the 
exception of one at Iwilei and another 
at Leleo. 
Matters rested here and the meet- 
ing adjourned. 


AFTERNOON MEETING.

So 
far as is known he had not paid a 
visit to Washington while in this 
country. He expressed an opinion to 
an interviewer m New York that the 
present Government in Hawaii could 
not endure, and that the princess 
would be placed upon the throne. A. 
8. Cleghorn, the father of tbe prin- 
cess, was also in Ifew York on his 
way to England. 


TOO MUCH MUJTABY BULE. 


NEW YOBK, Aug. 22.—-"A. S. Cleg- 


horn, Honolulu," is the inscription 
written on the register at the Windsor 
Hotel. Cleghoin, although a Scotch- 
man by birtb, ia the father of tbe 
young woman known as the Princess 
Kaiulani, who has a hope that she 
will some day be the Queen of Hawaii. 
The Princess, who is now about twenty 
years of age, is at present in France 
and her father intends to join her 
there. He came here from Honolulu. 
"That place," he said last night, "is 


about as comfortable as one could ex 
pect under a military despotism. ] 
don't think tbe present condition of 
affairs can long continue. Business is 
at a practical standstill and nobody 
feels secure. 


"Queen Liliuokalani is still a pris- 


oner in her palace. There is a strong 
sentiment in Hawaii in favor of tbe 
restoration of Liliuokalani. 
If the 


question were pat to a vote of tbe 
white and native residents, the result 
would be in favor of the restoration 
by five to one. But under present con- 
ditions we cannot have an election." 
Regarding 
Minister 
Willis, Mr. 


Cleghorn said: "He is a gentleman 
and a diplomat, yet I think that Com 
missioner Blount should have been al- 
lowed to remain and complete bis task. 
It had been proven to Mr. Blount's 
satisfaction that tbe American Hi 
noaieu over tne upvernmenc Duuuiug 
before tbe revolution, and that the re- 
publican conspiracy was hatched un- 
der its folds. 


"The royal party iu Hawaii at pres- 
ent would prefer to be annexed to the 
United States rather than put up with 
tbe existing condition of affairs. 
We 


have too much military rule. It is a 
great pity that the United States has 
not a clearer idea of the situation in 
Hawaii. 
When tbe Queen was in 


power there was no necessity for the 
soldiers being continually armeii. 
They never carried arms unless upon 
military duty. 


"It is unfortunate that President 


Cleveland did not send to Hawaii a 
commission consisting of three or 
more members, instead of only one 
commissioner. 
Such a commission 


would have gone to the bottom of af- 
fairs, and its report would have com- 
manded the respect and attention of 
every American." 


HILBOKN IS SOBE. 


A report from the Bennlngton yes- 


terday was to the effect that all were 
well on board. The vessel has been 
thoroughly disinfected, fifty pounds 
of Hiilphur, besides other fumigants, 
being used for the purpose. 
The offi- 


cers and men are cheerful. The lat- 
ter felt badly over the death of their 
comrade but have since regained their 
accustomed spirits. 


Congressman Hilboru is having so 


many awkward questions to answer 
that he is beginning to feel sorry that 
he ever saw the Paradise of the Pa- 
cific, even though it be the most beau- 
tiful spot on earth, says a late San 
Francisco Chronicle. 


Ou the Congressman's return from 


the islands a report accompanied him 
to the effect that his visit was for the 
purpose of studying the people with 
the ultimate object in view of being 
made the Governor of the group. 
Last night the Congressman talked 
about this story and others that have 
got afloat. When he first came up he 
was interviewed at length, and in due 
time his opinions as then expressed 
reached-the islands, and some persons 
declared that what he said then was 
directly opposite to the things he 
said while at Honolulu. Tbe report 
also came up from Hawaii that Con- 
pressman Hilborn 
traveled on a 


Spreckels pass and as an emissary of 
that interest. 


To a reporter last night the Con- 


gressman said: "Oh, yes, that inter- 
view was all right, but I would not 
have talked so freely bad it not been 
to clear myself of the charges made 
that I wanted to be Governor of the 
islands. 
That story was only started 


to pet tne to talk, and I wish now I 
had paid no attention to it. While 
in Houolulu I was very guarded about 
expressing any sentiments regarding 
annexation and I am sure I made no 
statements that could warrant them 
In thinking I was in favor of it. I 
only spoke in public once and that 
was at a Masonic banquet. I wect 
down to the islands solely for rest and 
recreation and to study the political 
conditions of the Republic. [ bad no 
dealings with the Spreckels. As to 
ID y going on passes from them, that 
Is my personal business and I shall 
not tell any one about it. I don't 
think it is any of their business. 
At 


the proper time anil plane I may 
speak of my visit to the islands. I 
don't Intend to talk any more about it 
now, und would not have done so 
wlien I came back hut to clear my- 
self of that governorship report."

In order to float suc- 
cessfully the enterprise he calculates 
that nearly $4,000,000 will be required, 
and that a yearly income of $400,000 
will be necess-ary to keep it going.

My run across the comment cover-

whose existence I was unconscious 
before, and so much kindly an 1 gen- 
erous sympathy with me In my finan- 
cial mishap that I feel that it will not 
be obtrusive self-assertion, but an act 
of simple justice to that loyal friend- 
ship, as well as to my own reputation, 
to make a public statement of the 
purpose which I have held from tbe 
beginning and which is now iu pro- 
cess of execution. 


It has been reported that I sacri- 


ficed for the benefit of the creditors 
tbe property of the publishing firm 
whose financial backer I was and that 
I am now lecturing for my own bene- 
fit. This is an error. I intend the 
lectures as well as the property for the 
creditors. 
The law recognizes no 


mortgage on a man's brain, and a 
merchant who has given up all he 
has may take advantage of the rules 
ef insolvency and start free again for 
himself; but I am not a business man, 
and honor is a harder master than tbe 
law. It cannot compromise for less 
than a hundred cents on the dollar, 
and its debts never outlaw. 


I had a two-thirds interest In the 


publishing firm, whose capital I fur- 
nished. If the firm had prospered I 
should have expected to collect two- 
thirds of tbe profits. A.S it is, I expect 
to pay all the debts. 
My partner 
has no resources, and I do not look for 
assistance from him. 


By far the largest single creditorjof 
this firm is my wife, whose contribu- 
tions in cash from her private means 
have nearly equaled the claims of all 
the others combined. In satisfaction 
of this great and just claim she has 
taken nothing except to avail herself 
of the opportunity of retaining control 
of the copyrights of my books, which 
for many easily understood reasons, of 
which financial ones are tbe least, we 
do not desire to see in the hands of 
strangers. On the contrary, she has 
helped and intends to help me to 
satisfy the obligations due to the rest 
The present situation is that the 


wreckage of the firm, together with 
what money I can scrape together 
with my wife's aid, will enable me to 
pay the other creditors about 50 per 
cent, of their claims. It is my inten- 
tion to ask them to accept that as a 
legal discharge and trust to my honor 
to pay the other 50 per cent, as fast as 
I can earn It. From my receptions 
thus far on my lecture tour I am con- 
fident that if I live I can pay off the 
last debt within four years, after 
which, at the age of 64, I can make a 
fresh and unincumbered start in life. 
I do not enjoy the bard travel and

ing, and if it had not been for the im- 
perious moral necessity of paying 
these debts", which I never contracted, 
but which were accumulated on the 
faith of my name by those who bad a 
presumptive right to use it, I should 
never have taken to the road at my 
time of life.

When the cholera scourge threat- 


ened the United States in 1892, the 
State Board of Health of Maine is- 
eued a circular entitled, "Practical 
Facts 
Concerning 
Cholera, 
in 


which is given a concise statement 
of the character of the disease and 
the best methods of handling it. 
The following extracts are made at 
the suggestion of the Board of 
Health: 


Cholera, as it appears in America, 


it an exotic disease; that la, > never 
arises spontaneously on our soil. Al- 
ways, when it has appeared here, it 
has been possible to trace It bank to 
European ports and towns where 
cholera prevailed, and from there to 
India, where it always has Us origin. 
Whenever it has left its Asiatic home 
and overrun and prevailed in Europe, 
as it did last year, it has invariably, 
sooner or later, found its way to our 
own country. 


NATURE OF THE MALADY. 


It is a specific disease, caused by a 


specific organic 
poison or disease 
eerm, derived directly or indirectly 
from pre-existing cases of the same 
disease. 


SYMPTOMS. 


The cholera almost always begins 
with a premonitory diarrhoea. Later 
come vomiting, cramps, exhaustion 
and collapse. In some cases the ad- 
vent of the disease is sudden, and its 
course and termination rapid. 


HOW IT IS SPBEAD. 


Cholera is an infectious disease, but 
it is infectious only in certain ways. 
It is not "catching," as small-pox 
and scarlet fever are understood to be. 
In Calcutta, where cholera is always 
present, hundreds of cases have been 
treated in the general hospital, and 
often in the same room with patients 
sick with other diseases, without ever 
being a source of infection to them. 
Physicians and nurses who care for 
the sick, are little, if any, more liable 
to take the disease than others. And 
yet, on the other hand, a single case 
may poison many other individuals, 
and give rise to a wide spread and very 
fatal explosion of the disease. How 
can we account for this paradoxical 
behavor of cholera? .In this way: 
iae cou.era poison exists principally 
in the discharge from the bowels and 
in the vomited matter. This excreted 
contagium is said not to be in an ac 
tively poisonous condition when it 
first leaves the body, but requires a 
little time to go through a fermenta- 
tive stage during which its malignity 
is developed. Conditions which favor 
the development of the poison are ex- 
clusion of fresh air, darkness, mois- 
ture and warmth, and, more tbau all 
else, filth condition. 
If this poison ia completely destroy- 


ed as soon as it leaves the alimentary 
canal, there is no danger of the pa- 
tient's being a source of infection to 
other persons, But, if the dejections 
are thrown, for instance, iuto the 
privy vault, the cholera germs find ail 
the favoring conditions above named 
for their development and increase. 
From the privy vault or from the sur- 
face of the ground the poison may 
percolate through the soil, many feet 
it may be, and gain access to wells or 
other water supply. 
Let it be distinctly borne in mind 


that, to take cholera, j ou must eat it 
or drink it. This is not an aesthetic 
statement of a generally recognized 
fact, but it is hoped to make it em- 
phatic 
Farther facts in relation to the ex- 


tent of cholera are these: Privy vaults, 
ceaapooln, Mnk drains, heaps of manure 
filthy- sodden earth, and other unclean 
places, once contaminated with the 
cholera- germ may remain sources of 
danger for some time, giving off their 
poison, whicb, by being breathed in, 
may be mixed with the saliva and be 
swallowed. 


Articles of clothing from cholera 
regions, especially if soiled with the 
cholera excreta, may carry the disease 
long distances. During the epidemic 
of 1873 clothing packed up in Holland, 
Sweden and Russia made the ocean 
voyage and railway journey with no 
harm to persona ou the way, but 
started cholera epiilemics in the far 
west when the articles were opened. 


Be reassured by the fact that cholera 


comes not from a mysterious epidemic 
constitution of the atmosphere, but 
that it comes, as explained above, in 
accordance with certain laws which 
are now well understood. Remem 
bering this, all necessary alarm may 
be avoided — only that salutary fear IH 
desirable which shall lead each iadi 
vidual to avoid and remove tho«e coo 
dkiona which favor not only cholera, 
but typhoid fever and other diseases.

Have them passed 
into a vessel containing several times 
their own bulk of a saturated solution 
of Sulphate of Iron, or of a solution of 
Corrosive Kubllinate (1 part to 1000) 
and then poured into a deep, narrow 
hole in the ground remote from all 
buildings or water supply.

enveloped in a sheet wet with the 
Corrosive Sublimate solution, carried 
to the laundry and boiled immedi- 
ately.

burning sulphur. 
After remaining 


closed twenty-four hours thoroughly 
ventilate, then tear off all paper and 
burn it.

Death of Mrs. A. H. Hitchcock. 


Mrs. Alice Hardy Hitchcock died 


at the Queen's Hospital Saturday 
evening at 6 o'clock. The funeral 
took place from the home of Hon. 
L. A. Tburston Sunday afternoon, 
and the 
interment in Nuuanu 


cemetery. Services were conducted 
by Rev. Douglas P. Birnie. 


Bishop Guleton Ropert, the head 


of the Catholic church in this 
country, left some months ago fora 
visit to Rome and other European 
cities 
News comes from Portland, 


Oregon, to the effect that a man 
claiming to be at the head of the 
Catholic church in Hawaii had 
been unmasked. 


In speaking of the incident, the 


Portland Oregonian of August 4th, 
says: 


"A wblte-baired, smooth-shaven 


old man of venerable appearance, clad 
in tbe garb of avpriest of the Roman 
Catholic cburcb, and wearing tbe pur- 
Ele collar and cap of a bishop, wbo 
as been the gaestof Catholic clergy- 


men in this city for several days, was 
yesterday proven to be one of tbe 
most flagrant imposetors and all-round 
scoundrel that ever infested a God- 
fearing community. The man claim- 
ed to be the Rt. Rev. Gulston Ropert, 
of Honolulu, b'ehop of tbe diocese 
comprising the Hawaiian islands, and 
daring a brief sojourn in this city, be- 
ginning last Wednesday and ending 
yesterday afternoon, so successfully 
enacted his assumed role that be said 
early mass on two occasions. Yester- 
day, however, Archbishop Gross and 
Rev. Father Ortb, of St. Laurence 
church, stripped the mask from tbe 
sham priest's identity, and he soon 
after left the city for parts unknown. 
"The man called at tbe residence of 
Father Ortb, pastor of St. Laurence 
church, at the corner of Second and 
Sherman streets, last Wednesday. 
He gave his name as Bishop Ropert, 
of the Hawaiian Islands, and said be 
bad just arrived in the city from the 
East, after brief stops at different 
points en route. The man appeared 
every inch a bi shop, and the purple 
itself that be wore was sufficient 
guarantee to Father Orth that bis 
visitor was a genuine priest of the 
church. 
He invited him in the 


bouse, assigned him a room, and had 
tbe housekeeper take care of a valise 
and umbrella be brought with him. 


"The visitor told about bis work at 
tbe Hawaiian Islands that seemed 
strangely 
incredible. 
He 
dilated 
to an alarming extent about tbe 
famous leper island of Molokai, and 
gave a graphic description of tbe 
manner in which tbe unfortunates 
were cared for. Molokai ought to be 
pretty well known to the priests of 
Archbishop Gross' diocese, because of 
the famous part an Oregon priest, 
Rev. Father Conrardi, it* takfbg there, 
and Father Orth flattered himself that 
he was familiar with the work among 
the lepers. He kuew that there were 
seven Catholic churches or chapels 
on the islands, and that Father 
Conrardi and Father Weodelin were 
tbe two heroic priests who, with a 
number of Sisters of 
tbe church, 


were risking their lives to partially 
alleviate the misery of tbe unfor- 
tunate human beings. The Catholic 
directory would have told Faiher 
Orth this, even if'he had not been 
especially .Interested In tbe work. 
Siuce his friend, Father Courardl, 
wbo left for Molokai only a few years 
ago, he had read the graphic accounts 
of the place published from time to 
time in American and English news- 
papers. 
"The bogus Bishop said that be 


was an old classmate of Pope Leo

THE AVACADO PEAR. 


Interesting Notes on Crop 


Year—Some Large Ones. 


The crop of alligator pear 


not been as large this year as form- 
erly, nor the fruit as good. The 
trees bloom in February and March, 
and if the weather is then stormy, 
cold and *et, as it sometimes is 
here, the blossoms are blown from 
the trees before the young fruit is 
fully set, and the latter consequent- 
ly drop off. 


At Hilo, where in former years 


the pear trees were annually load- 
ed with this fine fruit, very few 
have matured for the past year or 
two. 
The trees there may be too 


old and should be renewed with 
seeds from another island, as more 
hkely to produce healthier trees 
and larger fruit. Some fine pears 
have come from Lihue, Kauai, this 
year, showing that supplies may be 
looked for from that island in future. 
The numerous valleys on that isl- 
and are well adapted to growing 
them. 


There are several varieties, among 


them the round green and purple, 
and the long pear-shaped, also 
green and purple. But the finest 
pears are the very largest oblong 
fruit, shaped like a cantelope melon 
and occasionally weighing thirty 
ounces and over. These are also 
both purple and green. 
One of the 


latter was brought to this office yes- 
terday, grown at Kewalo in this 
city, weighing 32^ ounces, and 
measured seventeen inches around 
lengthwise and fourteen inches in 
girth. It had a small seed, and its 
rich yellow meat averaged over one 
inch in thickness all around. Such 
fruit as this is a luxury, and there 
is no good reason why there should 
not be in future an abundance for 
home demand and for export.
